This survey will be made 
through the use of a special set 
of questionnaires prepared by the 
students of the class. 

The questions will deal with the 
activities and personal character¬ 
istics of the student, the occupa¬ 
tion anil characteristic* of his 
father and mother, and anything 
he may know' about his grandfather 
and grandmother.

Capital Punishment 
Hanged by Liberal 
Club at Meeting 

“Capital Punishment" stimulat¬ 
ed a fast and furious discussion at 
Lhe Liberal Club meeting lost Mon¬ 
day evening. The members appear¬ 
ed armed with formidable argu¬ 
ments for and agaWt capital pun¬ 
ishment. and many *i skillful 
thrust was felt before the execu¬ 
tioner announced that the meet¬ 
ing would adjourn. 

Professor France threw the 
switch and released (he current of 
discus?inn as follows: “The first 
instance of capital punishment 
was the old Biblical idea of an eye 
for an eye and o tooth for a tooth." 

“Jesus modified (his befief, nnd 
while we embrace the attitude of 
Jesus in our religious beliefs, we 
certainly fail to pnvcthii (hem in 
administering justice, 

“Thu defendants of capital pun¬ 
ishment claim it as the must ef¬ 
ficient deterrent of crime. Howev¬ 
er* it U not found to be so. The 
states which hove capital punish¬ 
ment do not have less Crime than 
the slates which da not have It. 
Swift conviction, out capital pun¬ 
ishment, Is the solution to the prob¬ 
lem of crime. 

“The progress of civilination has 
been a progress toward greater 
humanity. There used to be one 
hundred o Henkes punish able by 
death in Great Britain. Now the 
death penalty is reserved for the 
one crime of murder, besides that 
of high treason. We are progres¬ 
sing tn the right direction, unci cap- 
itnI punishment must go." 

Professor Forties continued the 
discussion from the point of view 
of a psychologist nnd psychiatrist. 

If you asked the man nf the street 
why a man should be put in pris¬ 
on*—or put to death, his answer 
would probably be, "To prevent 
the criminal's committing uny fur¬ 
ther crime, to punish him, and to 
make on example of him.“ 

Obviously capital punishment 
prevent® the criminals com milting 
any further offense. The attitude 
of punching him for the sake of 
revenge in unworthy. As to using

Mrs. Best pointed nut, 
and if he can get more money hack 
from the sale of ticket* for clean 
and worthy plays and pictures he 
will present clean and wholesome 
plays; but if he can make more 
money from undesirable plays, he 
will present them. He is influenced 
only by his desire to find a market. 
“Therefore,” Mrs. Best added, “the 
easiest, most sensible solution to 
the problem is to create a demand 
for clean and worthy plays.”
